The 
events of the past have shown, rather 
convincingly, that the culmination of 
today would, in al] likelihood, be in- 
definitely repeated. In the meantime, 
the development of the island, which 
holds commercial possibilities that 
have never yet been fully charted, 
would be hopelessly paralyzed, since 
capital, neither from this nor any oth- 
er country, will invest in a land una- 
ble to guarantee it reasonable protec- 
tion. 

Knowledge of this fact is probably

The news of the death of Major Os- 
car Brown brings sincere sorrow to 
very many Georgians. 

Unlike many men who go into army 
life, Major Brown never lost intimate 
touch with the state of his birth. 
He was appointed to West Point from 
Georgia in 1872, graduating in the 
class of 1877. A warm persona! friend 
of the late Governor Atkinson, it was 
largely through Governor Atkinson’s 
influence that Major Brown, then a 
captain, was detailed by the war de 
partment as assistant adjutant gen- 


eral and inspector of the Georgia state: 


troops in 1895. And upon the outbreak 
of the Spanish war he was made colo- 
nel of the Second Georgia regiment of 
volunteers. The Second Georgia was 
a regiment of which its commanding 
officer was justly proud, and. the offi- 
cers and men of that regiment were 
ever proud of and loyal to their col- 
onel. 

Throughout his army career Major 
Brown made an enviable record. 
Upon the disbandment of the volun- 
teer forces he returned to his regi- 
ment in the regular army, the First 
cavalry, and saw a lot of hard service 
in the Philippines. For some time he 
has been stationed at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas. 

Major Brown was one of the most 
popular officers in the United States 
army. He had the gift of life; his 
company was always an inspiration.

Hearst has secured to himself an in- 
dependent nomination for governor. 
His so-called Independence League is 
his creature and its convention was 
as completely bossed by him as any 
Flatt convention was by the old man. 
Now Hearst, crying out against 
bosses, is understood to be endeavor- 
ing to make a deal with Murphy with 
a view to securing the’ support of 
much-reviled Tammany at Buffalo— 
where Hearst hopes to secure a dem- 
ocratic nomination in lieu of the in- 
dependent nomination he has appro- 
priated to Himself for use as a club 
over the democrats.

LORD.BYRON’S GRANDSON, 
HAS RECALLED SENSATION 


ITH the recent death of Lord) 


Lovelace a curioug figure has 

passed, says The London Trib- 
une. In some respects he may be re- 
garded ag a human enigma, for his whole 
private life—reticent, amiable, and well 
ordered—wag in direct contradiction in 
character to his remarkable book, called 
“Astarte,” which will gerve—indefinitely, 
one would think—to perpetuate his name 
in the annals of literary dispute, 

Ralph Gordon Noel Milbanke, second 
earl of Lovelace, wag born in the year 
1839. His mother wag the only. daugh- 
ter of Lord Byron. In 1893 he succeeded 
his father to the earldom, but although 
twice married, he left no son. A daugh-e 
ter by the first marriage will succeed 
to her father's barony of Wentworth, but 
the superior title fallg to the late earl’s 
half-brother, the Hon. Lionel King-Noel, 
formerly of the Ninth Lancers.

A Talent for Invective. 

Lord Lovelace spares nobody whom 
he suspects of antipathy to Lady Byron. 
Sir Alexander Cockburn is described as 
a "‘Pharisee in the carcass of a libertine 
grown old in debauchery and the philoso- 
phy of the Old Bailey, not esteemed as a 
lawyer, but much liked by his boon com- 
panions. He was a capital speaker in a 
bad cause.’’ Muore is stigmatized as “‘the) 
Irish adventurer,” and Murray, the pub-| 
lisher, or “‘One-eyed M-——’ as Lerd 
Lovelace delights to call him, is a liter- 
ary brigand and a servile book seller.

He tells 
us—on what authority is not stated— 
that Lord Byron's literary activity was 
accidental, and that his estimation of 
his own works was below that of the 
public. Again, we are informed that 
“his feelings and sympathies were only 
kindled by what he could identify with 
himself. In all the characters on which 
he had any inclination to dwell, there 
were, at least in his imagination, re- 
semblances to  himself—for instance, 
Rousseau, or Napoleon. But if it is true, 
as Lord Lovelace would have us believe, 
that only misery and inaction drove him 
to verse, and that “He might never have 
written a line of poetry if he could have 
done and lived the things that Were 
natura] to him,” then dll lovers of the 
best in poetry and literature have cause 
for common congratulation that his life 
was directed through paths of dread and 
storms of tumult. 

Lord Lovelace’s estimate and explana- 
tion of the mighty poet's character are 
curious, and at times suggestive of criti- 
cal acumen. He gays that “The influence 
of Lord Byron’s descent upon his anti-

Cherles Geismar, a retail grocer of Ma- 
con, 33 years old, bored a hole through 
the top of his head at 591 Edgewood 
avenue yesterday morning with a Smith 
& Wesson, and dropped dead before the 
echo had died away. 

But before death came to Geismar he 
had inflicted a painful wound in Mrs. Eu- 
gene B. Ivey’s left hand, and had aroused 
the residents of that section of the city. 

There is much of mystery about the 
killing, the real facts being known only 
to the coroner and the members of the 
eoroner’s jury, by whom a verdict of sul- 
c‘de was written after the testimony had 


been heard. 

Geismar came to Atlanta Wednesday 
last to transact some business, expecting 
to return home Thursday evening. He 
miseed his train Thursday night and came 
back ‘to the Kimball, where he had been 
stopping. Latier in the evening, about 
10 o'clock, Geismar took a cab at the 
union depot and drove to Edgewood ave- 
nue and Waddell street, where resided 
E. B. Ivey and wife, with both of whom 
he had long been acquainted. It was 
late in the night and admission to the 
home was refused, Mr. Ivey being away 
ami Mrs. Ivey being uncertain, so she 
informed ‘the jury of inquest, as to tho 
identity of the visitor.

“In my opinion the superintendent and 
the purchasing agent of the home 
should be one and the same. Pay him 
the entire salary; get a good man, re- 
quire him to live at the home, and hold 
him to strict account for the manage- 
ment. 

“While these are my views and those 
of some others of the committee, | am 
inclined to think the report will be a 
mild one, and will cast no serious re- 
flections on anyone, beyond the general 
charge of carelets business management, 
which I have indicated, 

"The truth of the matter is that the 
management of the home hae been left 
largely to Dr. Fox, and without lHving 
at the home, he has, no doubt, done the 
best he could in this capacity.”

Four Negroes, Suffering ftom 
Insanity, Cause Race War 
in Soulh Carolina 


WHITES WERE ATTACKED 
HY THE CRAZED BLACKS 


The Deranged Negroes Finally Took 
Refuge in Cottage, Where They 
Were Overpowered—Two of 
Negroes Will Die From 
Their Wounds. 


Greenville, 8. C., September 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Suffering from emotional insanity, 
sulperinduced, {t is believed, by religion, 
four of the best negroes in Anderson 
county late yesterday afternoon became 
violent, pulled one white man from his 
horse ang forced him to flee for- hie life, 
wantonly destroyed a mail box belong- 
ing to a white man, stoned the white 
man and his wife when they offered ce- 
éistance and finally barricaded them- 
selvés in their cottages, where they stur- 
dily resisted all efforts made to 4rrest 
them until yesterday morning. One of: the 
four negroes was shot while tn the house 
and died yesterday. The other three have 
been. lodged in the jafl in Anderson. 


AT? Four Orazy at Once. 

Reed Anderson, sixty-five years old; 
William Anitergon, Elsie Anderson and 
Aaron Anderson, all of the same family, 
were the four negroes. They together 
own more than two hundred acres of 
fine farming land and are generally re- 
garded as the most respectable’ negroes 
in the county. All four of them became 
violently insane Thursday evening an4 
met Mr. Teimage Merrftt, who was 
pulled from his horse and force to flees 
for his life. Later the negroes went down 
the road and came to the ptace of Mr. 
James Long and tore down his mail box. 
When Mr. and Mrs. Long ordered them 
awa ythey stoned the farmer, and his 
wife was cut by the flying missiles. The 
negroes were captured ani tied, bwt they 
broke away and went to their cottage, 
where they barricaded the Goors. A large 
crowd white people gathered about 
the house and iwaited outsrde, it being 
evident that the crazed negroes were 


armed. 
Maniacs Handcuffed. 


Dr. W. A. Tripp, hoping to administer 
some sleeping portion, finally gained ad- 
mittance, but was shor %! the face and 
hurled through the door. He is not se- 


riously heart. 

Finally Sheriff Scott, of Anderson 
county, was admitted by the negroes and 
the mantacs were handcuffed. Reed An- 
derson was shot in the melee and wills 
die. Others of the negroes wére suffer- 
ing from bruises and cuts and one other 
may die. Mrs. Long was not seriously 
hurt by the rocks. 

The affair created excitement, but there 
were no efforts made at lynching, as 
the negroes were very favorably known, 
and it was easily seen that thelr reason 
had been dethroned,

The shipments from Argentine were re- 
ported as being less than one-fourth of 
those of last week, one-sixth of those 
for the same time hast year. Reports 
from England were that the Russian 
area in which famine prevailed is in- 
creasing. Receipts In the northwest 
were reported light, and are now from 
August ! to date over |!,700 cars less 
than for the same period last year. Dis- 
patches from the southwest were to the 
effect that good wheat is scarce and that 
there is hardly enough to supply the 
milling demand. In addition to these in- 
fluences cash wheat was strong, both at 
Minneszpolis and Kansas City. Decem- 
ber opened {-4c higher at 73c, sold be- 
tween 72 3-4 and 75 3-8c, and closed 
firm at 73 t-4c..

New York, September |4.—For the first 
time since the new crop began’to move, 
the demand for actual cotton exceeded 
offerings, and as a result, prices in the 
near positions advanced sufficiently to) 
cause nervousness on the part of the ex- 
tensive short interest and the future 
market has enjoyed this week, the first 
real recovery since the downward move- 
ment began some months ago. In the ef- 
fort to get in short cotton, prices were 
edvanced rather sharply and trading has 
been along rather liberal lines. Thus far 
however, the advance has failed to at- 
tract genera’ speculation and the rise in 
prices has been due moOre to the short 
covering tian to an increase in the gen- 
eral. demand. During the advance this 
week, however, a better tone has beén 
noticeable and thig has served to create 
more desire on the part of shorts to 
cover than to increase their line. Sharp 
fluctuations in te market have provided 
a basis for scalping operations and as
